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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 40,41 , and 43 is withdrawn upon reconsideration of 
the art of record. The finality of the previous Office action is vacated and rejections on the 
merits follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is an inconsistency regarding the structure of the hinge in the claims. Claim 40 
recites at least one of the first and second plates has means for precluding sliding movement. 
Claim 41 recites that both plates have means for precluding sliding movement. It is suggested 
"at least one of be deleted in claim 40. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chkudua (US 
6,196,232). 

Disclosed by Chkudua is a magnetic hinge comprising a first hinge plate14 and a second 
hinge plate 12, both of non-magnetic material and each having at least one magnet 74,42, 
respectively, disposed therein. The magnets are inherently oriented in the same magnetic 
orientation and are parallel when the hinge is closed as seen in figure 2 and are in non- 
overlapping and opposite magnetic orientations with the hinge is opened as seen in figure 1. 
Chkudua does not specifically teach the magnets are rectangular. 
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it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize magnets of a rectangular shape (and make the apertures of a 
corresponding rectangular shape) since such a modification would have involved a mere 
change in the shape of a component. A change in shape is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art. Doing so allows for utilizing other magnets as taught 
by Chkudua. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed July 6, 2005, with respect to the non-statutory double 
patenting rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
40,41 and 43 has been withdrawn. 

Conclusion
